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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Specifically, claims 1 and 
14 recite the limitation of a selectively expandable means. The specification, however, does not 
disclose how the expansive means is selectively expanded in such a way that one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be required to perform undue experimentation to derive that limitation 
of the invention. Further, it appears that Applicant has attempted to invoke 112 6 th paragraph to 
describe the means for selective expansion but did not disclose what the means was or how it 
would be used to perform that function. Clarification or correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claims 3 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the bladder" in lines 1 and 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 5-9 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Glover et al. (6,619,917). Glover et al. discloses a vane mounting arrangement for a gas turbine 
engine comprising an aperture in a mounting platform to receive a mounting end of a vane, the 
arrangement including an expansive means 70 between the aperture and the mounting end to 
provide a seal and association between them (see figure 7). The expansive means 70 is made of 
a vibration damping material (Column 3, lines 24-26) and secured to the mounting end by an 
adhesive (Column 3, lines 18-21). In regards, to claim 15, it is the position of the Examiner that 
the limitation recited are merely intended use for the claimed invention and thus the vane 
mounting arrangement of Glover et al. could be used in the same manner as claimed. 
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Examiner's note 

It appears Applicant attempted to invoke 1 12, 6 th paragraph; in claims 1 and 14, however 
the claim language does not meet requirements to invoke 112, 6 th The claim language as written 
lacks the "means for" statement or a function to associate with the means. If it is the intention of 
Applicant to invoke 1 12, 6 th paragraph, correction to the claim language is required. 

CONCLUSION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 4, 10 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims and if the 112, 1 st paragraph problem is overcome with respect 
to claim 1 .
